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TEE  EODGES  COLLECTION 

The  Fondren  Library  has  recently  received  the 
collection  of  fine  "books  and  music  on  records  formed 
by  the  late  Eichard  P.  Hodges,  of  the  class  of  1$&5. 
The  gift  was  made  by  Mr;.  Eodges •  mother,  Mrs.  M.  A. 
Eodges,  and  by  Mr.  Eodges1  friends  and  executors  of 
his  estate,  Mr.  Allan  Eonin,  Rice  '50,  and  Mr.  E.  W. 
Maurice,  Bice  lk6. 

Mr.  Eodges  was  a  discriminating  collector  with 
a  wide  range  of  interests.  Eis  books  include  many 
limited  editions  of  English  classics  and  works  in 
translation;  a  large  number  of  beautifully  illus- 
trated volumes  on  the  history  of  art  and  architecture; 
and  a  valuable  collection  of  books  on  ornithology, 
from  manuals  for  bird-watchers  to  exhaustive  treatises 
for  the  professional.  This  latter  part  of  the  col- 
lection is  treated  elsewhere  in  this  issue  by  Pro- 
fessor George  Williams  in  his  report  on  bird  books 
in  the  Fondren  Library. 
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In  addition,  the  Eodges  Collection  is  rich 
in  works  on  the  sea  and  on  travel,  particularly 
in  Mexico,  and  it  contains  many  other  hooks  on 
many  subjects. 

Mr.  Eodges'  collection  of  recorded  music  is 
the  finest  gift  of  its  kind  which  the  Library  has  ever 
received.  There  are  several  hundred  LP  records  and 
many  fine  alhums  of  the  classics  on  78  rpm  records, 
with  the  emphasis  on  orchestral  music.  The  col- 
lection is  rich  in  European  recordings.  Its  great 
strength  is  in  Mozart,  for  it  appears  that  every 
work  "by  this  composer  ever  recorded  is  represented  in 
the  collection. 

In  a  later  issue  of  the  FLYLEAF  Mr.  William 
Eice  will  report  more  fully  ahout  the  Fondren's 
collection  of  recorded  music  in  general  and  the 
Eodges  Collection  in  particular.

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AN  IMPORTANT  GIFT  TO  FONIBEN 

Most  of  the  Friends  will  already  have  read  the 
following  piece  of  good  news,  here  reprinted  in 
part  from  the  Houston  Chronicle  of  December  21,  1955 

Another  timely  and  appropriate  gift  "by  Jesse  E. 
Jones  has  made  it  possible  for  Eice  Institute  to  ac- 
quire an  important  collection  of  eighteenth  century 
plays  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Professor  Stockton 
Axson. 

By  the  will  of  Miss  Willa  Boord,  Eice  Eotel 
housekeeper  who  died  in  19*1-0,  $5000  was  left  to  the 
Institute  for  a  memorial  to  Ir.  Axson,  first  head  of 
the  Eice  English  [Department  and  one  of  its  most  famous 
lecturers  and  teachers.  The  "bequest  now  has  grown  to 
more  than  $7600. 

It  was  agreed  that  Ir.  Axson hs  work  would  "be 
commemorated  fittingly  "by  a  distinguished  literary 
collection.  The  will  provided  that  Mr.  Jones  and 
President  Emeritus  Lovett  must  approve  the  expenditure 

Dr.  A.  D.  McKillop  last  month  learned  that  a 
London  dealer  had  a  collection  of  approximately  2100 


plays  centered  about  English  drama  from  1700  to 
1800,  one  of  the  fields  of  Dr.  Axson's  interest.  The 
collection,  costing  $15,000,  is  mostly  in  first 
editions  and  includes  works  of  all  the  important 
dramatists  of  that  time.  Ir.  Carroll  Camden,  who 
was  spending  the  semester  in  London,  reported  in 
detail  on  the  collection.  Dr.  Lovett  and  Mr.  Jones 
immediately  approved  the  project,  and  Mr.  Jones 
generously  offered  to  provide  the  other  half  of  the 
funds  necessary  to  complete  the  purchase. 

ELIZABETH  BALIMIN  LITERARY  SOCIETY  ALUMNAE  GIFT 
The  E.B.L.S.  Alumnae  have  recently  given  the 
sum  of  $100,  the  larger  part  of  the  purchase  price 
for  a  projector  for  opaque  materials  (one  can  throw 
the  page  of  a  book  on  the  screen).  The  E.B.L.S. 
Alumnae  have  assisted  the  Fondren  Library  immeasurably; 
by  generous  donations  for  the  purchase  of  expensive 
pieces  of  much  needed  equipment,  such  as  the  big 
Eeplogle  globe  in  the  Reference  Boom  and  the  best 
projector  available  for  showing  slides  of  all  kinds. 
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ORNITHOLOGICAL  HOLDINGS  OF  THE  FONIREN  LIBRARY 

The  subject  of  birds  is  one  of  the  few  (in 
this  age  of  the  specialist)  that  interest  a 
variety  of  people.  Poet,  aviator,  artist,  "bio- 
logist, geologist,  and  the  mere  lover  of  nature 
find  common  ground  here.  The  Fondren  Library  has 
lately  recognized  this  attractiveness  of  birds  by 
markedly  increasing  its  ornithological  holdings. 

In  1955  the  Library  already  had  over  250 
bound  volumes  of  ornithological  journals,  and  over 
500  separate  volumes  on  birds,  as  well  as  regularly 
receiving  six  or  seven  American  and  British 
ornithological  journals. 

Many  of  these  publications  were  acquired 
through  the  generosity  of  Friends.  Just  recently, 
as  1955  ended,  the  ornithological  holdings  were 
again  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  number  of 
valuable  works  included  in  the  collection  of  the 
late  Richard  P.  Hodges,  of  Houston.  There  is  no 
space  for  comment  on  all  the  fine  items  in  this 
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collection,  "but  we  cannot  allow  the  following  to 
pass  without  special  notice: 

A  Monograph  of  the  Pheasants ,  "by  William  leebe. 
Four  thick  folio  volumes  illustrated  with  countless 
maps,  photographs,  and  "bird  portraits  in  color. 
This  work  sold  for  several  hundred  dollars  en  itB 
first ' appearance  in  19 18,  and  is  worth  much  more 
today . 

A  Monograph  of  the  Trogonidae  (1875),  hy  John 
Gould,  the  greatest  of  the  English  ornithological 
artists.  An  enormous  and  spectacularly  illustrated 
folio  on  a  gorgeous  family  of  tropical  "birds. 

A_  Monograph  on  the  Eornbills  (1882),  by  L.  G. 
Elliot,  who  was,  after  Audubon,  the  greatest  of  the 
nineteenth-century  American  ornithological  artists. 
A  quarto  fully  illustrating  in  color  this  fantastic 
group  of  birds . 
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A  Monograph. of  the  Sun-Birds    (1876-80),   by  G.   E. 
Shelley   (nephew  of  the  poet)  with  scores   of   jewel-like 
hand-painted  illustrations. 

A  Naturalists'  Library  (early  19th  century),  "by  Sir 
William  Jardine.  Three  quarto  volumes  illustrated  with 
innumerable  charmingly  primitive,  hand-colored  bird 
portraits . 

Fine  Bird  Books ,  1 700- 1900  (1953),  by  Sacheverell 
Sitwell,  the  poet  and  scholar.  An  immense,  beautiful 
and  expensive  collector's  item. 

Many  other  books  in  the  Eodges  collection  will  augment 
the  already  excellent  working  collection  of  bird  books 
in  the  Fondren.  Only  a  few  individual  books  in  the 
total  Fondren  collection  can  be  mentioned  here;  but 
something  of  the  general  divisions  comprising  the 
holdings  may  be  indicated: 

1.  The  Origin  and  Evolution  of  Birds.  Bavid  Lack's 
Darwin's  Finches,  describing  the  intricate  lines  of 
evolution. 
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that  have  occurred  among  a  small  group  of  "birds 
isolated  in  the  Galapagos  Islands  is  a  representative 
work  here.  The  Library  has  too  few  hooks  in  this 
field,  and  would  welcome  additions » 

2.  The  Physiology  and  Anatomy  of  Birds.  A  repre- 
sentative volume  is  F.  W.  Chamberlain's  magnificent 
Atlas  of  Avian  Anatomy.  But  in  this  field,  too,  the 
collection  needs  to  he  augmented. 

3.  Eegional  Books.  The  Library  is  probably  strong- 
est in  this  particular  field  which  includes  books  on 
the  birds  of  various  states  within  the  United  States 
and  of  foreign  countries .  Outstanding  works  here 
are  Forbush  on  the  birds  of  Massachusetts  and  other 
New  England  states  (beautifully  illustrated  by  the 
greatest  modern  bird  artist,  Louis  Agassiz  Fuertes), 
Brandt  on  the  birds  of  Arizona,  Lowery  on  the  birds 
of  Louisiana,  Sprunt  and  Chamberlain  on  the  birds  of 
South  Carolina.  Additional  books  on  birds  of  the 
states  are  appearing  continually, 
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and  should  "be  purchased  as  they  appear;  and  some  older 

books  (for  example,  Dawson  on  the  "birds  of  California) 

have  not  been  acquired.  Furthermore,  though  numerous 

books  on  the  birds  of  England,  Europe,  and  certain 

regions  in  Africa  and  Asia  are  on  the  shelves,  most 

regions  of  the  world  are  not  yet  represented  among  our 

books.  It  should  be  added  that  nearly  all  modern  books 

in  this  category  are  superbly  illustrated,  and  are 
exquisite  works  of  art  as  well  as  works  of  science. 

k.     Books  on  Bird  Behavior.  This  is  a  field  of 

incredible  intricacy  that  has  only  recently  begun  to 

attract  large  numbers  of  psychologists,  physiologists, 

ecologists,  and  evolutionists.  Timbergen's  The  Eering 

Gull I s  World,  Armstrong's  Bird  Display ,  and  Stonor's 

The  Evolution  of  Habit  in  Birds  are  examples  of  this 

type  of  book.  Though  the  Library  has  been  keeping 

up  fairly  well  with  these  publications,  many  more  such 

books  are  certain  to  be  written  in  the  near  future, 

and  must  be  acquired. 
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5.  Migration.  Perhaps  the  most  spectacular  aspect 
of  "bird  "behavior  is  migration,  a  phenomenon  not  yet 
understood.  The  Library  holds  an  excellent  group  of 
"books  on  this  subject,  including  work  "by  pioneers  in 
the  field:  Wells  W.  Cooke  in  America,  Eagle  Clarke 
and  Lands  "borough  Thomson  in  England,  and  Gatke  in 
Germany . 

6.  Individual  Groups  or  Species.  Many  of  the  older  1 
books  (like  the  monographs  already  mentioned)  were  devol 
to  the  description  and  scientific  classification  of  sin,; 
groups.  More  recently  these  studies  of  single  groups 
have  been  concerned  with  the  life  histories  of  indi- 
vidual species.  The  Life  Histories  of  North  American 
Birds,  by  the  late  A.  C.  Bent,  a  governmental  publicatii 
in  many  volumes,  is  the  most  monumental  of  these 
studies  in  America .  The  Fondren  has  all  numbers  of 
this  series.  Jean  Delacour's  work  on  the  Ducks,  Geese, 
and  Swans  of  the  world  (illustrated  by  the  British 
artist  Peter  Scott)  is  the  most  ambitious  work  of 

this  sort  being  undertaken  today.  The  Fondren  owns 
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the  one  formidable  volume  that  has  appeared.  But  the 
general  tendency  of  ornithological  researchers  is  now 
to  devote  an  entire  volume  to  a  single  species  --  its 
life  history,  its  plumages,  habits,  "behavior,  food, 
ecological  associations,  enemies  and  parasites,  and 
so  on.  Stoddard's  work  on  the  Bob-white  Quail  (582 
pages)  is  a  classic  of  this  type.  Other  such  books  in 
the  Library  deal  with  the  Prairie  Chicken,  Blue -winged 
Teal,  Wild  Turkey,  Roseate  Spoonbill,  and  many  others. 
I More  such  books  are  certain  to  be  appearing  in  the 
future,  and  must  be  acquired. 

•7.  Miscellaneous.  The  Library  has  a  good  sampling 
of  books  on  the  economic  importance  of  birds,  field 
identification,  classification,  nests,  eggs,  cage- 
pets,  and  other  topics  of  lesser  importance;  but 
accessions  in  any  of  these  fields  would  be  helpful. 

8.  Periodicals.  The  Library  subscribes  to  no 
foreign- language  ornithological  Journal.  Our 
holdings  need  to  be  filled  out  here. 
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To  sum  up,  the  Fondren  Library  has  a  much  better 
than  average  collection  of  ornithological  books;  it 
has  a  few  real  treasures;  in  several  places  it  is 
notably  weak;  and  it  must  remain  alert  if  it  is  to 
keep  up  with  the  very  active  ornithological  research 
now  going  on.
